~ mount of talc in the mine by 


four fold, according to Mr. 
Cook. 

He also confirmed that 
work could begin as early as 
this year to upgrade condi- 
tions at the mine to improve 
their output. 

According to Regional 
Mines Co-ordinator from 
Kemptville, Mike Klugman 
and geologist Paul King- 
ston, the tale produced in 
Madoc is of a very high 
grade and the = mine's 
proximity to a_ readily 
available work force and 
water for shipping gives this 
area an incredible competi. 
tive advantage over its main 
competitor in Montanna. 

Mr. Cook told The Review 
that the new deposit found 
late last year is possibly as 
large as the current deposit 
being worked, adding there 
was no definite limit for the 
ore deposit. 

“It's still premature to 
say what work will be done 
to improve the present mine 
workings,’’ but he did say 
they are proposing substan- 
tial additions to the mill 
although it’s still in the 
initial design stage. He also 
said there was a possibility 
of building another plant to 
produce different products 
from the mine. 

Twenty-three people are 
presently employed at the 
mine but this number would 


fluctuate with the seasons 
and economic forecasts. ‘‘It 
will be several months 
before any hiring is done at 
the mine,"’ Mr. Cook told 
The Review, ‘‘because we 
don’t have enough informa- 
tion yet."" Mr. Cook said 
they are checking for a 
sufficient ore body, He said 
he has seen samples from 
the new deposit, adding 
“they look quite good”’. 

Mr. Cook confirmed that 
production .at the mine 
could go from 10,000 to 
20,000 tons yearly to 80,000 
to 140,000 tons within the 
next few years, depending 
on marketing speculation 

Four grades of talc are 
presently being shipped 
from Madoc plus marble 
chips. Improvements to the 
mill could mean that up to 
ten grades of tale could be 
produced here, but mining 
rights on several hundred 
acres of land near Queens 
borough could add to the 
number of grades being 
shipped by Canada Tale, 
according to Mr. Cook 
‘We could use the tale from 
Queensborough on a portion 
of our production 


‘ Besides the new tale 
deposit found near the 
present mine site, Mr. Cook 
also thinks a large deposit of 
dolomite is also located near 
the new deposit.

third move in taking the 
Moira River Conservation 
Authority (MRCA) closer to 
the municipalities said 
George Beer. MRCA chair- 
man at the 1982 annual 
general meeting, February 
25. 

The MRCA is a. vehicle 
between municipalities and 
the provincial Ministry of 
Natural Resources (MNR), 
Beer said, and we feelit is 
constructive to get out into 
the countryside. We met 
once in Tweed, and once in 
Vanderwater. MRCA offices 
are in Belleville. 

There are 22,000 acres of 
land under our control, Beer 
said, and we will pay 
between ¢°°$35,000 and 
$40,000 taxes in 1982. 

We have formed a land- 
use and forest management 
sub-committee. to catalogue, 
determine potential and 
decide management ap- 
proaches to this land, he 
said. 

The total budgetary . fi- 
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gure for 1982, Beer said, is 
$590, 685, up 48.6 per cent, 
but the cost to municipali- 
ties is up only 18 per cent. 
Revenue from bank inter- 
est, property rental and 
other sources will be 
$37,500. MRCA is author- 
ized to borrow up to 
$250,000. 

Summer project funds 
have been reduced by one 
third, said J. Johnston, 
resources manager. This 
will leave MRCA with seven 
students for 18 weeks. 


Emphasis will shift away 
from maintenance of exist- 
ing facilities and equip- 
ment, to improvement work 
such as building nature 
trails, or repairing erosion 
damage. 

The MRCA is hoping for a 
quiet year, Beer said. A

Bacteria causing ¢nzoo- 
tic abortion of lambs may be 
carried by ewes who have 


become immune them- 
selves. 
Enzootic abortion is a 


bacteria chlamydia psittaci 
which results in stillbirths 
or weak , lambs. ‘Initial 
exposure to this condition 
may result in a 30 per cent 
cfop loss in a flock. 

Some authorities blame 
breeding for enzootic abor- 
tion problems, but the 


bacteria may be transmitted 


orally or through respiratory 
systems of ewes. Ewes may 
be carriers. even after they 
have become immune them 
selves. 

Clinical appearance of the 
condition. will show some 
slight vaginal discharge, or 
the placenta may be thic- 
kened, opaque or hemor- 
rhagic. The fetus may be 
pot-bellied with fluid. Diag- 
nostic methods, therefore. 
entail fetus and placenta 
analysis and blood testing.

The Chilling Reality of Acid 
Rain 

At first glance, Still 
Waters looks like it might 
have been produced by a 
commercial publisher - lots 
of color photos, maps and 
charts, and bold graphics to 
liven the text. But in fact, it 
is the report ofa Parliamen- 
tary Subcommittee, inclu- 
ding representatives of all 
three federal parties, who 
toured the country to gather 
evidence on acid rain. Their 
findings present not only a 
comprehensive summary of 
what we know about the 
environmental problem of 
the Eighties, but also an 
agenda for action toward a 
solution. 

Parliamentary commit- 
tees are generally composed 
of cautious men, and their 
reports typically are notort 
ously cautious. Still Waters 
doesn't fit that mold. I 
concludes that both provin 
cial and federal environ 
ment departments have 
acted reluctantly and cau 
tiously in the past to reduce 
acid-forming emissions, and 
that much more aggressive 
steps are needed. While the 
report agrees with the necd 
for stronger attion south of 

i the border, through an ai

pollution treaty and every 
other means possible, it also 
takes deadly aim at our own 
failure to act here in 
Canada. 

Its 38 recommendations 
are sweeping. Best availa- 
ble technology (which gen- 
erally means scrubbers) for 
all Ontario Hydro coal-burn- 
ing plants. The same control 
for any new coal-burning 
plants, such as those 
planned in the Maritimes to 
reduce oil imports. A lid of 
750 tons per day on SO2 
from the Inco smelters. New _ 
limits for Falconbridge, — 
Noranda and other smel- 
ters. A target of no increase 
in emissions from the Tar 
Sands developments in Al- 
berta. Better emission stan- 
dards.for nitrogen oxides 
from cars. 

Still Waters is now law, 
and the federal and provin- 
cial governments can ignore 
its recommendations if they 
wish. But it does give ug a 
new and reliable standard 
against which to measure 
the performance of both 
governments on acid rain. It 
should be required reading 
for every Canadian. If you 
want a copy, contact the 
office of your federal Mem-

Mississauga fire chief speaks 
to Mutual Aid 


Don't ever think it can’t 
happen here,’ was the 
main polit made by Fire 
Chief Gérdon Bentley of 
Mississauga in an address 
to the Mutual Aid fire 
departments in the area last 
week. 

Chief Bentley was the 
man in charge of the 
Mississauga train derail- 
ment two years ago and he 
was referring to a similar 
accident in smaller com- 
munities like Madoc. “Just 
because you don't have any 
railways. running through 
here doesn t mean it can't 
happen here. Just look at all 
those big trucks running 
right through your villages. 
The problem is with us and 
it will continue to be with us 
as more and more chemicals 
are being moved.” 

The presentation seemed 
especially well timed as 
another major derailment 
had just happened near 
-Orillia and those firefighters, 
were facing many of the 
same_ problems. While the 
Orillia derailment is con- 
cerned with a car carrying 
hydrofluoric acid, the Mis- 


burned. 
In the Mississauga derail- 
ment, the accident was 


caused by the bearings in an 
old car. They were old style 
wheel bearings, the car 
developed a hot box that 
allowed the bearing and 
axle to overheat. The 
wheels eventually dropped 
off and travelled over a mile 
down the track before they 
hit the first switches. 
“There was an immediate 
ignition and there was a 
good fire going on impact,” 
Chief Bentley told the 
firefighters. 

The problems 
immediately. Twenty-four 
cars were derailed with the 
chlorine car being the 33rd 
car back from the locomo- 
tive in a trail made up of 106 
cars carrying various chemi- 
cals. J 

The manifest of a train is 
supposed to contain all of 
the information about the 
cars in the train, but that 
wasn't delivered to the fire 

dichief until 4 a.m. in the 
morning. As it was handed 
to Bentley, the engineer 


said, “‘There’s the answer ~ 


to all your problems." 
“Have you ever tried to 
read the third or fourth copy 
of a computer print out 
containing mostly abbrevia- 
tions at 4°a.m. in the 
morning? Obviously, that 
was not the answer to all our

problems, but we did 
eventually manage to deci- 
pher it." 

“ft was at the site in 
Orillia at 11 a.m. this 
morning and I asked them 
when they had received the 


. manifest. As of that time, 


they. still didn't have it.” 
Informing the firefighters 

of problems encountered in 

such an accident was Chief 


Bentley's major concern. 
One of his first pieces of 
advice was a command 
vehicle, possibly for each 
Mutual Aid Association. 
Other problems included 
fuel for trucks, food for 
those fighting the fire and 
rest room sites. 

He advised the man in

A habit to get 
into not only because the 
law must be obeyed. but 


also for personal safety. 
Carpenters, linemen, fire- 
men and professional racing 
drivers all use safety equip- 
ment. Seatbelts are just car 
safety equipment, he said. 

Marmora students, en- 
couraged to speak out 
during the talks, asked 
about the lack of seatbelts 
on school buses, and about 
people who .are_ killed 
because of seatbelts. Borger 


conceded that belts do trap 
a few, but maintained that 
many more are saved by 
using belts. 

He asked in return if 
seatbelt legislation should 
be done away with, and if 
those who would have lived 
should be sacrificed? 

Borger does a seatbelt 
presentation to all elemen- 
tary grades except kinder- 
garten.

The timetable is set up for 
four periods in a day, with A

Organization seemed to 
be a problem among the 
protestors as only a limited 
number of the student body 
took part and even that 
number dwindled as the day 
went along.

He advised the remainder of 
the protestors toj/do the 
same because he felt they 
had accomplished what they 
had set out to do.

“But 1 
wasn't the leader, only a 
co-spokésman, and the 
other co- spokesperson de- 
cided not to leave.

Ayers admitted that he 
felt some of the students 
participated in the protest 
for the wrong reasons. At 
one point, the staff consi- 
dered calling the’ police and 
charging one student with 


disorderly conduct. Ayers 
agreed the student was 
disorderly, that classes 


were being disrupted and 
that the charge would have 
been ‘‘fair play’. 

After the protest on 
Monday, Ayers and his 
supporters seemed to be 
willing to give the new 
timetable a try. “We have 
to meet them halfway,” he 
told The Review on Tues 
day. “lf we feel we don't 
like it after having tried it, 
maybe they will change i 
back te the old way,’ he 
said. “‘We could be wrong 
about this.

Canadian oilmen are com- 
paring Australia’s potential 
with the earlier days in 
Alberta and the Leduc 
discovery of 1947.

Canada’s post-World War 
Two oil boom, and the 
oilmen are calculating the 
political as well as the 
geological. risks in their 
Australian ventures. 

Oil exploration is a new 
ball game for Australians 
and they have very little 
domestic technology. 
trained personnel, equip- 
ment, general knowhow and 
not much high risk venture 
capital. For the time being 
at least, the Australian 
government is content. to 
allow foreign companies 
and capital to come and do 
the job 

Australjans see economi 
strength flowing from a 
burgeoning oil industry 
which will filter throughout 


_ the. business life of the 


country. Canadians be 
haved the same way back in 
1947 when the Leduc 


. discovery was made and 


Canada became prime hunt 
ing ground for the interna 
tional oil industry 

At the time Canada was 
importing more than 90 pe 
cent of its crude oil, moto: 
fuels and heating fuels from 
foreign sources. The 
world's major oil companies 
arrived here with then 
trained personnel, thei 
equipment and technology 
and their anvestment mo- 
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ney, and soon had the oil 
patch cooking on all burn- 
ers, bringing prosperity to 
Western Canada. And by 
the end of the 1960s, they 
had also released Canada 
from its dependence on 
foreign sources for crude 
oil, but that was to be a 
short-lived phenomenon. 
Today these same inter- 
national oil companies, 
which made the Canadian 
oil industry possible, are 
discriminated against in a 
variety of ways, with the 
result that Canada’s crude 
oil ‘reserves are on an 
irreversible decline, the 
country is becoming more 
and more dependent on the 
Arab countries, Venezuela 
and Mexico for its crude oil. 
Now, what about Austra- 
lia? Will the same thing 
happen there? Will the oil 
finders be lured by attrac- 
tive royalty and = tax 
schemes, only to be held at 
ransom when oil develop- 
ments begin to mature and 
repay the investments? 
These are the questions 
oilmen are asking them 
selves as they migrate from 
the fields in Canada to 
greener pastures in other 
lands. Will the Government 
someday change its attitude 
toward foreigh-based com 
panies and demand greater 
Australian participation in 
exploration ventures? 


in Canada the Canadiani 


zation of the oil industry 
commands broad public 
support according-to any 
measure and all polls and 
surveys, and who could 
object to Canadians running 
their own show? Unfortun- 
ately, there is a price to pay 
ahd the zeal for Canadiani- 
zation might better have 
been spent in the search for 
a more beneficial method of 
achieving the objective. 

The Canadianization plan 
outlined in the National 
Energy Program calls for 
centralized over decentra- 
lized resource control; a 
regulatory regime to inter- 
fere in the marketing and 
management of resources 
aid fast-paced reduction of 
foreign control. 

There are more than 700 
active production and ex- 
ploration companies in the 
Canadian industry. The 
federal-Petroleum Monitor- 
ing Agency estimated for- 
eign ownership of the 
industry at774 per cent in 
1980. Of these companies 
there are several large 
international companies 
with the financial muscle 
and technological knowhow 
to tackle the energy mega: 
projects which will return 
this country to crude oil 
self-sufficiency. If you want 
to win the Olympic high 
jump you look for an athlete 
who can jump seven-feet 
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Australians experience oil boom 


you don’t look for seven 
athletes who can jump a foot 
each. Canadianization is a 
valid goal, but energy 
self-sufficiency is a more 
pressing need. The eco- 
nomy faces continued slow 
growth, high interest rates 
and unemployment and the 
massive outflow of cash to 
purchase foreign il, in 
addition to the outflow for 
the purchase of foreign- 
owned assets. 

More than a dozen major 
acquisitions have thus far 
been made at a cost of more 
than $7 billion, and several 
other deals are in negotia- 
tion. How much additional 
oil has that. given Cana- 
dians? The answer is ZERO. 

All that has been accom- 
plished is to turn over. 
existing assets at premium 
value, and this acquisition 
binge has contributed to 
high interest rates alid a 
devaluated dollar. When 
the dollar reached a 50-year 
low and interest rates 
reached an alltime high, 
Finance Minister Allan Mc- 
Eachen stepped in to slow 
the takeover pace. 

Canadianization and eco- 
nomic nationalism are heal- 
thy aspirations and the 
direction is correct, but let's 
take it easy, doit right and 
minimize the disruption of 
Canadian living standards.

Accidents involve 70 unlicensed 


drivers 


Do you know Ontario's 
snowmobile regulations? 

Well, you should - be- 
cause during the 1980/81 
winter season 19 per cent of 
the drivers involved in 
on-road collisions didn’t 
hold either a valid driver's 
licence or motorized snow 
vehicle operator's licence. 

And of 71 unlicensed 
drivers in those collisions, 
40 were under the age of 16 
and one under 12. 

Such statistics indicate a 
fair number of snowmo- 
bilers need to learn the 
rules and regulations con- 


‘tained in the Motorized 


Snow Vehicle Act. Then 
they'd know they must hol 
a valid licence - except 
driving on their own proper- 
ty. 

Children between the 
ages of 12 and 15 and those 
16 and older who don't 


a proficiency certificate 
which must be validated as 
an operator's licence at any 
MTC Driver Examination 
Office. 

It allows children 12 and 
older to operate a snowmo- 
bile on public trails. Ages 14 
and up may also cross 
highways. If 16 or older they 
can travel along a highway, 
where permitted. 

In addition, all motorized 
snow vehicles must be 
registered and an annual 
permit obtained to drive it 
off an owner's property. 

This permit allows snow- 
mobilers to drive along a 
King’s Highway or secon- 
dary highway, except where 
prohibited in the part of the 
right-of-way between the 
shoulder and the adjoining 
property fence. 

, They can also operate 
their vehicle on private 
property with the owner's: 
written permission and pub: 
lic trails and conservation 
areas, except where prohi- 


bited. 
Gener snowmobiles 


can't be driven on the 
serviced . portion (from 
‘shoulder-to-shoulder} of a 
King's Highway or secon- 
dary highway, except to 
cross. This must be done 
only at a}90 degree angle. 
: When operating a snow- 
mobile, drivers must show 
the same degree of respon- 
sibility as when driving 
family cars. 

They have to, for exam- 
ple, obey speed limits and 
posted signs, carry insur- 
ance when driving on a 
highway or public trail and 
wear a helmet. 

In addition, any collision 
on or off the highway 
resulting in injury to any 
person or damage to proper- 
ty exceeding $100 must be

Pay criminals for evidence? 


f We've got a long way to 
go before we hear the end of 
Clifford Robert Olson. In 
the end, the convicted child 
killer may have more impact 
on our system of criminal 
justice than a whole bench- 
ful of robed performers. 


And we could over-react. I 
don't want to get into an 
argument about whether 
the police should have paid 
Olson to lead them to the 
bodies. But I think it would 
be a mistake to conclude 
that the police should never, 
ever pay criminals money. 
Recently, at Global, we 
carried a series on Olson, a 
profile of a killer who has 
had a long and indecent 
interest in the law and 
@apital punishment. We've 
managed to obtain a series 
of letters that Olson wrote 
from prison between 1976 
and 1981 letters which 
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The best of Peter Trueman 


indicate that Olson may 
have thought about murder 
and carefully. weighed the 
punishment if he were 
caught. 

There is some 
reason to believe that if the 
death penalty had been in 
force, Olson might have 
been deterred from his 
slaughter. I confess, that 
while the issue was being 
debated in Parliament, I 
was an abolitionist. As a 
citizen, I didn't want to have 
blood on my hands, even 
indirectly, and I couldn't get 
past the fact that a wrongful 
execution is the ultimate. 
tragic mistake. I must 
confess, I'm no longer as 
certain about abolition as I 
once was, but I think it 
would be wrong if we 
allowed the Olson case to 
stampede us back to the 
death penalty before we've 
weighed the statistical evi-

But the 
murder rate dropped stea- 
dily in the next three years, 
to 593 in 1980. While it is 
true that the death penalty 
might’ have deterred a 
systematic and cold-blooded 
killer like Olson, there's 
some doubt that it would 
have deterred the most 
common kind of killer - the 
people who lose their 
tempers in arguments and 
quarrels. So, whatever we 
do, let's not go off half- 
cocked.

That optimism, though, 1s 
exactly what has caused so 
much heartache more 
Canadian farmers went 
bankrupt last year than at 
any other time since the 
great depression. Analysts 
are suggesting that 1982 
may be even worse. 


Although figures are dit- 
ficult to get, the federal 
superintendent of bank- 
ruptcy reports that 261 
Canadian farmers went 
broke last year, more than 
twice as many as in 1979. 


The failures occurred in 
all 10 provinces but 140 
went broke in Ontario alone. 
As suggested, it is difficult 
to get accurate figures 
because the federal superin- 
tendent of bankruptcy does 


sures or liquidations. There- 


fore. the statistics are: 
deceiving. 
No matter what the 


figure, the question is why? 
Why are tough economic 
times hitting farmers hard- 
er, apparently than any 
other sector of the eco- 
nomy? 


Because of that optimism 
in the late 1960s and 
the 1970s, that 
optimism was rampant. 
Farmers were able to get 
‘financial backing because 
land values soared. They 
built additions. They mp 
dernized. They. bought big- 
ger and better machines. 
Their debt load skyrocketed 
because they figured the 
good times would continue. 


Bankers and other lend- 
ing institutions were just as 
optimistic. Debts rose from 
about $4.42 billion to $14.04 
billion in 10° years. But 
nobody was too worried, 


The land values went up 
and the lending institutions 
fe comfortable because 
assets conti- 
nued to rise. Interest rates 
soared. Prices for farm 
products plummeted. i'm of 
the opinion that few bankers 
in this country were able to

Dry yeast may be “spun 
dry’ into granules, each 
granule containing many 
yeast plants. Without mois- 
ture afid food dry yeast can 
hibernate for about a year. 
After this time it will 
gradually die 


Granular dry yeast is 
available in envelopes or 
tins .on which a ‘“‘best 
before’' date is stamped. 
Store it in«a_ cool, dry 
cupboard rather than in the 
refrigerator. The air in a 
refrigerator is quite moist 
which encourages the yeast 
to Start growing. 

Fresh or Compressed 
Moist yeast mixed with a 
little starch and compressed 
into cubes or blocks is also 
available. Unlike the dry 
form, fresh yeast is quite 
lively and therefore must be 
stored in the refrigerator 
and used within 3 weeks. It 
works more quickly than the 
dry form, cutting the time of 
breadmaking by a third. 

Fresh yeast should be 
creamy grey in color, smell 
fresh and have a smooth, 
rather than crumbly, tex- 
ture. It may be frozen and 
stored for several months if 
wrapped airtight in foil or 
plastic. Since it is a plant, 
freeze only if necessary as 
some of the yeast may be 


_ destroyed. 


Reactivating Yeast 
Reactivating the yeast is 
one of the most important 
steps in breadmaking. The 
yeast is brought out of 
“hibernation’’ and allowed 
to grow like mad for about 
10 minutes. The original 
150,000,000 yeast cells in a 
package will double or triple 
if properly reactivated. 
The yeast is sprinkled 
(dry granular), crumbled 
(fresh) or grated (frozen) 
into a small amount of warm 
water in which a pinch of 
sugar has been dissolved. 
The larger the increase in 
yeast cells at this stage the 
greater the ‘‘work force” 
for rising the dough. As the 
yeast breaks down the sugar 
it produces carbon dioxide 
and a mass of bubbles 
forms. Within 10 minutes 
the foam will almost fill a 
250 ml liquid measure. This 
is your assurance that the 
yeast is alive and well. 


Quantity “ 

One package of fresh (25 
g) or dry (7 g) yeast when 
reactivated can be used to 
rise one to three loaves. 
When using bulk yeast 
measure 15 ml for each 
package required. 


Flour 

When the seeds of cereal 
plants are ground to a fine 
powder that powder is 
called flour, In Canada 
wheat, rye, oats, corn and 
barley are milled into flour 
for baking purposes 

Bread may be made from 
any one of the flours but 
must always contain at least 
one third wheat flour for the 
bread to rise. What is so 
special about wheat flour? 
The protein in wheat when 
combined with water forms 
a rubbery network or web 
called gluten. As carbon 
dioxide bubbles up through 
the dough it is trapped in 
the gluten web causing the 
dough to rise. 

Some types of wheat flour 
contain more protein than 
others and therefore form a 
better gluten network. All- 
purpose flour and special 
bread flours are milled from 
hard wheat which has the 
highest protein content. 
Blended all-purpose flours 
contain some soft wheat (25 
per cent) and are therefore 

not as successful in bread. 

Cake and pastry flours are 
much too soft and cannot be 
used for bread at all. 

Measuring - Spoon the 
flour directly from the bag 
or cannister into the dry 
measure. Level with the 
straight edge of a knife or 
spatula. 

The. amount of flour 
required for a bread recipe 
will vary from season to 
season. In winter when the 
air in most homes tends to 
be dry, the flour also dries 
out. In this thirsty state it 
will absorb liquid very 
readily. This could result in 
a dough that is too dry and 
stiff, and therefore add the 
last 125 ml of flour only as 
needed. In summer, when 
the air is humid, the flour 
too becomes moist produ- 
cing a softer,  stic ser 
dough. A little extra fl

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Liquid 

Some form of liquid is 
required for (i) reactivating 
the yeast and (ii) mixing 
with flour to form a dough. 


Types - Water is the 
simplest, most common and 
least expensive choice. 
Yeast multiplies more ta- 
pidly'in water than any 
other liquid. 

Other liquids which may 
be combined with flour to 
form a dough are potato 
water, milk, buttermilk, 
sour milk, cream, sour 
cream, eggs. melted butter 
and oil. 

Temperature - Yeast is 
fussy about the temperature 
of the water in which it is 
luquified. Too hot and it 
dies, tbo cool and it doesn 
grow. 45°C is just right for 
dry yeast while fresh yeast 
prefers 35°C. Tap water run 
over the wrist feels warm at 
45°C and lukewarm = at 
$5°C. Accuracy may be 
double-checked with a can- 
dy thermometer. 

The liquid added to the 
flour must also be warm. 
For example, cold milk is 
either heated in a saucepan 
or combined with boiling 
water. 


Salt 

While warmth, moisture 
and food encourage yeast to 
grow, salt has the opposite 
effect. Therefore, the a- 
mount of salt in a bread 
recipe must be enough to 
draw out the wheat flour but 
not so much that the yeast is 
prevented from growing. 

Never sprinkle salt direct- 
ly on the yeast. Dissolve the 
salt in the liquid, mix it with 
the flour and then, and only 
then, add the yeast. 

If you forget the salt, the 
bread will be flat in taste 
and will stale rapidly. Salt 
helps prevent staling by 
retaining moisture in the 
loaf. (Salt always draws 
moisture to it, eg., salty 
chips make you thirsty by 
drawing moisture from the 
tissues.)

Rutabagas provide good value 


Rutabaga is one of the 
fresh Ontario vegetables 
available throughout the 
winter months. After har 
vest in the fall, fresh 
rutabagas are held in cold 
storage under controlled 
conditions. 

Rutabagas are dipped in 
hot wax before marketing. 
The wax helps to slow down 
the water loss and prevents 
shrivelling. It also keeps the 
rutabaga clean, protects the 
outer surface from damage 
and maintains moistness 
and crispness. , 

Rutabagas. may also be 
labelled 4s yellow turnips. 
They are easily recognized 
by their spherical shape, 
yellow color and purple 
crown. Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food mar- 
keting specialists suggest 


choosing rutabagas that are 
smooth, firm, relatively free 
from blemishes and feel 
heavy for their size, 

For ideal storage; keep 
rutabagas in a cool, moist 
area, such as the refrigera 
tor crisper. In this type of 
environment, waxed ruta 
bagas will keep for three 
months or longer. 

Rutabagas are a buy that 
provides good value for the 


money. An average size * 


rutabaga that weighs two 
pounds will yield about six 
to «ocight)§ servings. Any 
leftover, cither raw oF 
cooked, may be frozen ‘for 
later use. 

Served both raw and 
cooked, rutabaga is popular 
as a vegetable, in a salad or 
main dish, and even ina 
dessert.

I’ve done a lot of thinking about the British Empire late- 
Wy, largely because of three books I've been reading on and 
off since December -- James Morris's trilogy on the British 
Empire. Colonialism died as an acceptable force in the 
second world war, although there were people even then, 
who hadn't recognized that fact. There aren't many people 
left today who would argue that it shouldn't have died. 
The problem is, as | see it, that when we accepted the fact 
that colonialism was wrong, we tended to chuck the baby 
out with the bath water. Rudyard Kipling wes denigrated 
as a writer. Everything British wes suddenly bad. But if 
you examine the Empire in the context of its own time, and 
judge the British on the basis of what passed for human 
rights in Victoria's England, it wasn’t all bad. The British 
abolished slavery for example, before anyone else did, in 
the 18th century, and devoted the best part of a century to 
finding foreign remnants of it and rooting it out. That the 
British felt superior to many of the people they governed 
cannot be denied. They invented some of the nastiest 
racial epithets of all time. But if you're fair, you have to 
admit, that through it all the British did a great deal for the 
people of the Empire. Ask yourself now in the 20th cen- 
tury, if the attitude of the Americans, the Canadians, the 
British themselves, towards the third world, is as enlight- 
ened as it ought to be now that colonialism has gone. 
When the winds of change first hit, the British and the rest 
of us simply dropped the former subject peoples with a 
dull thud. The new Empires are commercial, got geo- 
graphic, and the Third World, by and large, has been left 
out. In the main, our aid programs are a joke. Refugees 
continue to flood, in their thousands, from the horrors of 
Cambodia and the numbing totalitarianism of Hanoi’s 
Vietnam, from the battle grounds of Latin America, from 
Afghanistan, from Poland from stupifying poverty where- 
ever it is found. In retrospect, the British Raj doesn’t look 
as oppressive now as it did in the first flush of internation- 
al liberalism in 1945. 
That's not news, but that too is reality.

Make-believe friends valuabl 


and tend to be generally 
brighter in school.

They come in all shapes 
and sizes - bears, rabbits, 
lions, mice, boys and girls. 
They go to school, cat 
vegetables, take baths, 
share secrets and tend to 
get into many things they 
shouldn't. Whatever their 
breed, sex or character, 
researchers agree, they 
have one thing in common: 
they talk a lot, and they 

listen even more. 

Unlike imaginative play 
in which an object (for 
example, a stuffed animal 
or doll) is personnified, or in 
which the child himself 
takes on the role of some 
person in his environment, 
imaginary companions have 
no real life counterpart. 
They are invisible charac- 
ters who are named and 
referred to in “conversation 
with other persons or played 
with directly for a period of 
time. Generally, the charac- 
ter can be defined by certain 
stable personality traits and 
behavioural habits. In ‘The 
Magic Years’’ Selma Frai- 
berg reports a description 
given her by the two-year 
old creator of “Laughing 


Tiger’. “‘He doesn’t roar. 

He never scares children, 
He doesn't bite. He just 
laughs’. ‘ 


In the past, some profes- 
sionals have considered the 
‘imaginary friend” a symp- 
tom of some deeper patholo- 
gical tendency. Current 
research suggests however, 
that provided the intensity, 
the time and the purpose 
the companion serves re 
main within the child's 
control, this particular fan- 
tasy expression can play a 
specific positive role in child 
development.

Sometimes the limits of 
behavior are casier to 
accept if the imaginary 
friend agrees with mum or 
dad! ‘“‘Giggles says she 
doesn’t like bouncing on the 
bed anyway we'll sit 
quietly and read a book’’. 
At other times, imaginary 
friends serve as scapegoats, 
taking the blame for naugh- 
ty behavior, Directly, 
‘Jonathan, I told you we'd 
get into trouble for touching 


Daddy's books’’, or indir- 
ectly, “But Gertrude 
(Jane's imaginary sister) 


told me to’’. The imaginary 
friend serves as a interme- 
diary, allowing the child 
some control over his own 
behavior as he comes to 
accept the limits imposed 
upon him by others. 
Imaginary companions 
may be created to replace 
an absent person whose loss 
would otherwise be intoler- 
able. In such circumstances, 
the friend may develop for a 
short period of time to assist 
the child in coping with 
frustration or in compensa- 
ting for difficult aspects of 
reality, such as feelings of 
loneliness, neglect or rejec- 


is prepared to offer yo 


tion. In many cases, the 
imaginary friend shares in 
the good times too, accom- 
panying the child on special 
trips and occasions to 
shoulder some of the 
butterflies and excitement! 

In their many years of 
research on imagination, 
Doctors Dorothy and Je- 
rome Singer have discov- 
ered that children who can 
effectively make-believe are 
also adept at other skills. It 
seems that these children 
are generally more positive 
in their attitude to life. They 
appear to be more at ease 
socially, show more initia- 
tive with their peers and 
adults, are less aggressive 
and are generally more 
confident in their abilities. 
These children seem to have 
longer attention spans, 
more intense concentration, 
are able to occupy them- 
selves longer when asked to 
wait for long periods of 
time, and cope better with 
change and/or _ novelty. 
Children who have had 
imaginary playmates often 
demonstrate more flexibility 
and creativity in solving 
problems, have superior

A terrarium is a glass 
container in which plants 
are grown in a_ strictly 
controlled environment. 
You control the environ 
ment to suit the species of 
plant or plants. 


Almost any type of glass. 


container can be used for a 
terrarium. The opening 
should be no larger than the 
-planting area so that humid. 
ity can be controlled easily. 
Large containers should 
have a clear glass cover, 
while bottles and jars 
should have  loose-fitting 
stoppers. 

Moisture is the most 
important factor in a terrari- 
um. Inside this ‘miniature 
world’ a cycle of moisture 
occurs. Moisture evaporates 
from plant surfaces and the 
soil, returns to the soil as 
condensation, and is ab 
sorbed by -the plants. 
Ventilation is an important 
part of the cycle, Ventilation 
keeps the glass relatively 
clear for viewing the plants 
and allows the condensation 
to return to the soil. Some 
light condensation on the 
container is not objection 


able. It is in indication that. 


soil. moisture levels are 
satisfactory 

Choose plants that sult 
‘the light conditions of the 
intended location. Avoid 
bright, sunny locations and 
locations near sources of 
heat. These conditions can 
cause rapid temperature 
changes and plant injury 
Artificial lighting can also 
be used. A reading lamp 
small fluorescent fixture. of 


grow lamp will provide, 


sufficient light 

Terrariums do not have 
drainage holes to channel 
away surplus water, so 
special preparation is re 
quired. A layer of drainage 
material below the soil is 
absolutely necessary. Small 
pebbles. crushed = stone. 
codrse aquarium gravel or 
crushed clay pots should be 
placed on the bottom of the 
container.

charcoal keeps the soil 
sweet and prevents the 
unpleasant odors of decom- 
posing organic material. A 
thin layer of sphagnum 
moss, over the charcoal, 
prevents the soil from 
sifting down, and clogging 
the drainage material. 

The soil mixture should 
contain | part coarse sharp 
sand or perlite, 1 part 
leafmold or peat, and 1% or 
2 parts fibrous loam or. good 
quality potting soil. In 
shallow baking pans, steri- 
lize the mixture in a 100C 
(225F)} oven for 30 minutes. 
Commercial terrarium mix- 
tures are available to save 
the time and trouble of 
preparation. 


Planting the Terrarium 
Step 1. Place the coarse 
drainage material in the 
container. Create contours 
in larger containers to add 
interest. At least 2 to 3 
centimetres (1 inch) _, of 
drainage material is “re 
quired for large containers 
2. Sprinkle charcoal chips 
on top of the drainage layer 
If desired. a thin layer of 
spagnum moss can be 
spread over the charcoal 
Step 3. Add. the soil 
gently. The depth should be 
1% to 2 times the depth of 
the drainage material. 
Spread the-soil to accent the 
contours.’, Use moderately 
dry soil so that. the soil 
won't stick to the glass 
Step 4. Select suitable 
small plants, and isolate 
them for twe to three weeks 
to make sure they are insect 
and disease free 
Step 5. Arrange young 
plants in groupings before 
planting. Scoop out shallow 
planting holes in the soil. 
Step 6. Remove damaged 
plant parts, and reduce the 
size ef the root ball to fit the 
openikg of the container. if 
necessary. Place the roots in 
the prepared hole, and 
cover with soil. Firm the soil 
gently with a cork tamper 


Care 

After planting. a small 
amount of water may be 
added. Use the condensa 
tion -on the ,sides of the 


container as a guide to 
watering, aeration and ven- 


“tilation. If the side of the 


container becomes foggy 
with condensation, remove 
the stopper or glass cover 
until all of the condensation 
evaporates, then replace the 
lid. 

Check periodically for 
diseased plants or plant 
parts. Remove diseased 
portions immediately. using 
a razor blade tool. Remove 
all unnecessary plant de- 
bris. 

Insects should not be : a 
problem if plants were 
quarantined, and the. soil 
was sterilized before plant- 
ing. If required, a mild 
insecticide can be used. 

Terrariums won't last 
forever, Frequent replant 
ing may be necessary 
depending on plants select 
ed. container size, light 
conditions, insects and di 
scase. 

Suitable’ Plants 

The humid atmosphere 
and near-ideal growing con 
ditions of a terrarium make 
it possible to plant cuttings 
(without roots}. In small 
containers, the following 
plants can be planted as 
cuttings: African Violet, 
Cape Primrose, Peperomia. 
English ivy, wandering jew. 
spider plant.-German ivy. 
Swedish ivy, prayer plant, 


dwarf ferns. flame violets. 


Fittonia, Columnea, and 
dwarf forms of jade plant 
Moss fern, maidenhair fern 
babystears, and creeping 
fig can also be used in small 
containers. but must be 
planted with roots 

For medium and large 
containers, try Crotons, 
Chinese. evergreen, Dra 
caena, prayer plant. Brome 
liads, Dieffenbachia. Cole 
us. nephrolepis fern, Palms 
Calathea. Anthurium, Fi 
cus, Aucuba and some types 
of jade plants. Philoden 
dron, Scindapsus, Pepero- 
mia. Begonias, and Sanse 
vieria can be started as 
cuttings.

26, ‘“‘What's Being Done 
with Terry's Millions’’. It 
appears that virtually all of 
the many million of dollars 
raised in honor of Terry Fox 
will be committed to basic 
research, plus support for 
medical schools and re- 
search labs. 

It appears that not one 
penny will be spent on 
primary prevention, That 
reflects the widespread 
conviction that the way 


cancer can be beaten is to 


find the cure. 

For example, a recent 
Canadian Cancer Society 
promotion campaign fea- 
tured Al Waxman proclaim- 
ing not only that ‘‘cancer 
can beaten’, but that 
“cancer is not selective - it 
can hit you or me". 

Mr. Waxman is to be 
congratulated for his ‘sense 
of civic duty. But frankly, he 
was asked to repeat mis- 
leading statements. Cancer 
is in fact highly selective. 
You are much more likely to 
develop cancer if you 
smoke, if you drink heavily, 
if you follow certain dietary 
habits, if you work in certain 
occupations. 

Poorer people have a 
higher death rate from

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Cancer Society replies 


(Director B. Lee Rullman 
answers critics of the way 
the Cancer Society is using 
the millions Terry Fox 
raised for research of the 
dread disease.) 

For some time now we 
have read articles, listened 
to news and had the 
opportunity to speak face to 


face with groups and 
individuals who suggest, 
some quite strongly, that 


the Terry Fox funds be used 
in programs other than 
research. 

Specifically, these indivi 
duals suggest that preven- 
tion is the most important’ 
area. 

While all of this goes on 
the Canadian Cancer Soci- 
ety has continued to provide 
Canadians, through public 
education and public infor- 
mation programs at nation: 
al, divisional and _ local 
levels, this very type of 
information and service. 

In 1981, over $5.5 million 
has been spent by the 
Canadian Cancer Society to 
disseminate knowledge on 
the subject of cancer, one of 
the aims outlined in the 
1938 charter. 

The ultimate objective of 
the public education pro- 
gram is a change in social 
and personal behaviour 
leading to the prevention or 
early detection of cancer. 

For an example, the 
Canadian Cancer Society 
provides more materials on 
cancer and on smoking than 
any other organization in 
Canada, including the gov- 
ernment. 


Precaution with industrial - 


substances such as asbes- 
tos, avoidance of over-expo- 
sure to the sun's rays are 
also stressed in the Cancer 


Society's educational pro- 
gram. 
I might, however, point 


out that in spite of our best 


prevention efforts - efforts 
which have shown very 
positive results - it is 


difficult for our organization 
to completely change public 
attitudes. 

lf such a role were easy it 
would have already been 
accomplished, but when 
known health hazards such 
as cigarettes continue to be 
produced and advertised in 
our country, in spite of all 
evidence that they are 
cancer-causing agents, we 
know that our job is a long 
way from being completed. 

We are also committed to 
educating the younger po- 
pulation the people to 
whom Terry Fox meant so 
much. If we don’t maintain 
Terry's trust, we may never 
reach people who can and 
will change their lifestyle to 
ensure a greater degree of 
health and long life. 

Until recently, the pre- 
vention of cancer by the 


so-called pre-malignant le» 


sions had limited value 
since’ it was largely re- 
stricted to certain moles and 
ketatose of the skin, patches 
on the lining of the mouth, 
polyps and adenoma of the 
bowel and rectum: 

A great step forward was 
the development of the 
cytological smear which 


makes it possible to detect - 


the abnormal appearance of 
cells before they become 
malignant. 

At this point, treatment is 
almost 100 per cent effec- 
tive. This technique has 
been most valuable in the 
“Pap Test"’ for cancer of 
the cervix and the wide- 
spread use of this health 
measure is strongly recom. 
mended by the Canadian 
Cancer Society as one of its 
“Seven Steps to Health’.

Syrup time 


here again

BY RON REID - Federation 
of Ontario Naturalists 
Though the woods may be 
still deep in snow, the sunny 
days of March bring once 
againshe ritual that heralds 
spring — the boiling down of 
maple syrup. Across the 
province, about 2000, pro- 
ducers will be headed to the 
sugar bush, each engaging 
in a tradition that pays 
handsomely in personal 
satisfaction, if poorly in 
dollars per hour. By the 
time the three-week season 
is over, their labors will 
have produced over 250,000 
gallons of the sweet brown 
liquid known as ~taple 
syrup. ° 
The making of maple 
syrup and of its by-product 


maple sugar. is a North 
American tradition. The 
Philosophical Transactions 
of the Royal Society of 


London reported in 1864 
that ‘‘the savages of Cana 
da...have practiced this art 
longer than any now living 
among them remember’’. 
The Indians used a hollow 
stem of sumac or elder fora 
spout to collect the sap from 
the trunk of a maple. But 
while these have been 
replaced by metal spiles and 
sophisticated plastic tubing 
to collect the sap, the basics 
are still the same. It still 
takes 32 gallons of sap to 
boil dwn to one gallon of 
syrup. And it still takes the 
crisp nights and warm days 
of late March to start the 
run of sap each year. 

The sugar in maple sap is 
actually the result of the 
previous year's photosyn- 
thesis, which stores sugar 
produced by the green 
leaves in all parts of the 
tree. During the winter, this 
stored energy is actually in 
the form of starch, but the 
alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing of early spring trans- 
forms it to sohible sugar, 
ready to fuel the bursting 
buds. The same _ rising 
temperature thaw the water 
contained in the wood cells, 
and help it to circulate 
throughout the tree - up 
through the sapwood, and 
back down the inner bark.

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Last week when | was in Mennonite Country, around 
Elmira, | took e short rurrover to West Montrose -- & beau- 
tiful littie village that’s the home of The Kissing Bridge. 

The Kissing Bridge is something of a tourist attraction. 
it’s the only remaining covered bridge in Ontario. It's not 
a big bridge. It’s about 200 feet long. But it's that wooden 
roof and siding that gets people -- especially historians. 
And lovers! ; 

The roof was designed to keep the snow off the bridge, 
but in the old day$ it provided couples with a certain priv- 
acy. That's how it became known as The Kissing Bridge. 

There's a plaque beside the entrance giving a few Ge- 
tails of the bridge’s history. A builder named John Bear 
and his sons worked on it for more that a year, and 
charged $3,000 for the job. That was considered a fair 
price in 1881. 

Young couples out for a buggy ride or a stroll along the 
banks of the Grand River began to catch on to the bridge. 
The Township fathers finally had @ meeting and decided 
they'd better install a light. So they put up 8 lantern. But | 
guess they'd been young once themselves, and it wesn't 
much of a lantern.

we've all worried at one time or another about 
Hollywood movies and bad televi- 
sion is having on our society, our children and how we see 
ourselves. But who would have thought that the world 
could end because of the script for a B-grade movie? There 
is little more subtlety than that in the recent dialogue 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. President * 


I sup 
the effect that mindless 


Reagan, who has apparently swallowed the thriller 
scenarios scripted for him by the*Pentagon, continues to 
suggest that we cbuld have a little bit of an atomic 
exchange with the Russians without triggering an all-out 
nuclear war. Europe is sensitive about this kind. of talk 
because Reagan's theory would be tested on European 
soil. The Secretary of State, Alexander Haig, said last 
week that one of the ploys in NATO’s bag of tricks was the 
so-called “demonstration” shot -- the harmless firing of an 
atomic weapon high over Europe; to prove to a potential 
enemy that the west meant business. The Secretary of 
Defense, Caspar Weinberger, said in effect the next day 
that this was nonsense -- that Haig was referring to a 
notion’ that had been considered and discarded years 
before, and that it was not now, and never had been, part 
of NATO’s official strategy. But Reagan ignored Wein- 
berger’s comment and told a subsequent news conference 
that there was some confusion about whether the “demon- 
stration” shot was still part of NATO strategy. The irony is 
that this kind of talk from Reagan and friends, the original 
hawks, has enormously strengthened the hand of the arch- 
enemy, the Soviet Union. The new Greek government has 
already announced that it’s going to kick western nuclear 
weapons off its soil, and the loose lips in Washington have 
made it much easier for them politically. Much more talk 
about itty-bitty atomic wars in Europe, and the Yanks will 
lose their nuclear sites in West Germany as well. I don’t 
dften see eye to eye with the Soviets about anything, but 
the TASS comment about Reagan's remarks rings a bell: © 
"The American concept of a limited nuclear war", TASS 
said, "stems from the absurd assumption that in the event 
of the United States first making use of nuclear weapons, 
the Soviet Union will follow nuclear war scenarios worked 
out in Washington”. That's an ominous comment. Reagan 
should have a look at a few more B-grade movies. He 
would find that there is no such thing as @ limited war. 
When a man pulls a gun on you, there is only one sane 
‘course of action: kill him, as quickly as possible. If the 
Americans pull a gun in Europe, the Russians won't wait 
to find out whether they’re aiming for the legs or the ab- 
domen. They'll go for New York. 
That's not news, but that too is reality.

dueen’s Park Report

Hastings-Peterborough 

The second session of the 
Thirty-second Parliament of 
Ontario got under way on 
March 9 with all the 
ceremony and formality 
traditional to the opening of 
the Spring Session. Lieuten- 
ant-governor John Aird 
read the Speech from the 
Throne, which outlined the 
government's plans and 
policies for the coming 
session. 

The focus of the speech 
was economics. We in 
Ontario Government plan to 
do all that we can to help out 
do all that we can to help 
our people - our farmers. 
workers, young people and 
business people - cope with 
high interest rates, infla- 
tion, ungfiployment and 
slow growth. 

Most of these problems 
are passed on to us from 
Ottawa, and therefore, ow 
solutions to them cannot be 
complete ones, but in 
Ontario we have many 
resources at our disposal, 
and we intend to use them 
to the best of our ability. 

Details of the speech have 
been discussed at length in 


~sther places, so I would like 


te turn to another matter of 


«* & * 
importance to all of us in 


Ontario. 

Recently, the Standing 
Committee on Public Ac- 
counts, of which I am a 
member, discussed the 
question of federal transfer 
and equalization payments 
to the provinces. The 
Deputy Minister of Treas- 
ury and Economics ad- 
dressed the committee and 
had some very interesting 
comments to make on this 
confusing subject. 

For one thing, he cleared 
up a misconception many 
people have that Ontario 
has been entitled to equal- 
ization payments over the 
last few years, but has 
refused to accept them. 

Something which must be 
explained right away is that 
there are two issues in- 
volved in this problem we 
have with Ottawa. One is 
equalization payments, and 
the other is EPF, or 
Established Programs Fin- 
ancing. 

Equalization payments 
were originally designed to 
provide all people in Can- 
ada, regardless of where 


they lived, with equal 
opportunity for essential 
services such as health care 
and education. It is thought, 
and Ontario has always 
agreed, that people in 
Newfoundland or Quebec 
should not be disadvan- 
taged because of their 
capability to raise taxes. 

EFF payments to the 
provinces represent half the 
costs of certain programs 
administered by the pro- 
vinces. The funds are 
transferred to the provinces 
on a flexible basis: they may 
use the money where they 
need it. 

‘The equalization formula 
was thought out before the 
days of Alberta's oil boom, 
and at the time, Ontario's 
standard for the provision of 
essential services was the 
highest in thé country. 

It is still well above the 
average. But, since the 
ability of provinces such as 
Alberta to raise revenue has 
increased so dramatically in 
such a short time, it seems 
as though Ontario is lagging 
behind. 

The increase in the price 
of oil has made the west 
rich, and it upset the old 


these payments, a move 
which will affect health and 
education services for 
everyone in this country. 
All the provinces have 
opposed this plan on the 
basis that the reduction in 
payments is a serious 
violation of an intergovern- 
mental agreement. In ef. 
fect, the federal govern: 
ment is changing the rules 
halfway through the game. 
The provinces have made 
long term plans and bud- 
gets figuring in the agreed 
amount of money from

The first child is by“far the 
most expensive, and the 
first six years will cost more 
than the years from seven to 
seventeen. 

In the very first year, 
American sociologist Thom- 
as Espenshade estimates 
that your little bundle of you 
will cost you $5,548. includ- 
ing the price of day care. 
The cost of raising that 
consuming little bundle past 
four years of university rose 
by 33 percent to about 
$85,000. from approximat- 
ely $64,000. in 1977, for a 
middle-class family in Unit- 
ed States. 

Parents magazine adjust- 
ed the figures to include a 
10 percent a year inflation 
factor, added another 10 
percent to make the sociolo- 
gist’s figures more realistic 
and a further $61,000. to 
take into consideration the 
“lost opportunity’ cost of 
the mother who quits an 
average $10,000. a year job 
to stay at home. Grand 
total: $254,000. for one child 
birth to 18 years, not 
including college fees. 

Closer to home, the 
Metropolitan Toronto Social 
Planning Council estimates 
the rock bottom sticker price 
of a fully raised Canadian 18 
vear old to be $42,951. A 
good deal, you say? The bad 
news is that figure is in 1980 
dollars. Adjusting for a 
conservative 10° percent 
demon inflation rate and the 
rock bottom figure bounces 
to around $115,968. That's 
what you can expect to pay 
between now and 1999 for a 
child born this year. And 


that's hoping the wee tot, 


can someday earn a univer- 
sity scholarship or find an 
incredible summer job to 
pay his way through univer- 
sity. a 
Care during the day is the 
single highest cost of the 


first six years. Health and’. 
Welfare Canada estimates 


an average of $10 to $20 per 
day for the 21 percent of 
Canadian families who opt 
for day care centres. That's 
a minimum annual cost of 
about $2,600 per child. The 
remainder of the 55 percent 
of Canadian women who 
return to work full time will 
make other arrangements 
for the baby’s care during 
the day, with the cost 
varying as much as the 
arrangement. Even if one 
parent stayé at home, 
babysitting fees will be 
incurred, averaging about 
$500 per year for twelve 
years and the parent's wage 
will be lost. Include day care 
and the council-calculated 
cost rises to $204,371. The 
most common combination, 
babysitting for two years 
and day care until junior 
kindergarten, hikes the rock 
bottom cost of raising your 
1982 baby to about 
$200,000. Yes, cost account: 
ing your kids gets pretty

taxable income or indeed 
the, fact that the child 
hinkgelf is a little tax 
deduction. The possibilities 
of paid maternity leave, 
unemployment — insurance 
payments and other insur- 
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ance benefits that might 
accrue to the mother were 
not considered. 

It's agreed then, children 
are not good financial 
investments. A good MURB 
shows a much better return 
on irivestment. RRSPs are a 
better deal for tax deferral. 
Trade in your toddler while 
there's still time, and blame 
your accountant for the 
stagnant birthrate.

The Urban

This program will provide 
the “‘hands-on’” experience 
needed to move Ontario into 
the hydrogen age in trans- 
portation, says Energy Min- 
ister Robert Welch.

After all, we do not have 
an energy crisis in Ontario - 
we have an oil crisis.

Since the identification of 
the risk factors associated 
with heart disease and 
stroke, much controversy 
has arisen over obesity and 
high blood fat levels and 
their relationship to heart 
disease and stroke. This is 
particularly true with regard 
to the dietary intake of 
cholesterol.

They're. as safe as we 
can make any animal,” is 
the way Dr. James Henry 
described the raccoon dogs 
housed at SUPI Farms in 
Madoc. “I feel we have 
done all we can do,’* he told 
The Review this week, and 
that includes checking the 
exact number of animals in 
the enclosure in Madoc once 
month, which is about 
eleven times more often 
than any -other fur farm 
would be checked by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. (OMAF). Dr. James 
is the Director of Laboratory 
of ‘Veterinary Service 
Branch of the OMAF. 

He told The Review that 
SUPI Farms is checked that 
often because we're 
taking special interest in 
this one.’ He qualified that 
statement by giving us 
some background oR the 
animal. 

“It was introduced to 
Canada about two years ago 
and it was a species that 
was not named under the 
Fur Farm Act. It is now 
named under that act and 
we have gone as far as we

There are 238 of the 
raccoon dogs at SUPI Farms 
and Mrs. Helenius de 
scribes them as very friend 
ly and easy to care for, ‘In 
Finland, the animals did not 
escape from the fur farms,” 
she said. ‘‘Many of these 
animals live in the wild in 
Finland and are not often 
seen by humans. They are 
very shy and not vicious, 
they're very slow and can 
only run a short distance 


because they ve small 
lungs and heart,’’ ways Mrs. 
Helenius. 


The naturalists say there 
are no natural predators in 
Canada but Mrs. Helenius 
claims that wolves, foxes 
and owls will kill this 


animal. The perimeter fence 
that surrounds the cages of 
the animals is there as much 
to keep other animals out as 
it is to keep the raccon dogs 
in. She said there have been 
instances in Finland where 
the domesticated animals 
have escaped and, because 
they have been domestica 
ted for ten years, the 
animals returned to the 
farms after two days in the 
wild for food and water. The 
animals cannot breed with 
other animals because mans 
experiments have been 
conducted to do this and 
have not worked, she says 

They have been living in 
Madoc since the beginning 
of July and she says it takes 
about three or four years to 
establish a fur farm and 
make it profitable The 
average price for a raccoon 
dog pelt is $100 and cach 
mother dog will 
raise five young ones to 
maturity."

Moth spraying likely at Ministry’s expense 


It now appears that 
Kaladar, Anglesea and Ef- 
fingham Township will not 
have to foot the bill for 
spraying of several Gypsy 
Moth infestations near Kal- 
adar. 

In a cee received by 
township _clerk-treasurer 
Carl Healer last week, 
Natural Resources Minister 
Alan Pope states that the 
Ministry of Natural Resour- 
ces is prepared to foot the

He also said that he 
recognized that the cost of 
spraying was considerable 
(approximately $80,000), 

and because such a 
program will benefit many 
municipalities in eastern 
Ontario, | agree that finan- 
cial assistance should be 
provided.”* 

In the last paragraph of 
the letter, Pope advised the 
township that members of 
his staff and other govern- 
ment agencies were pre- 
pared to attend any meeting 
of local residents the muni- 
cipality might wish to 
convene to answer ques 
tions on any aspects of the 


spraying program. ~'Cer 
tainly. if you decide to 
proceed with a request for 
spraying, my staff will work 
closely with you in planning 
and carrying out a program. 
so that all environmental 
and health ‘concerns are 
addressed."’ 

Four areas covering 
approximately 2,500 acres 
of land is infested near 
Kaladar by the tree foliage 
eating machine called the 
gypsy moth. Because these 
infestations have occurred 
on land that makes life 
tough for trees, experts feel 
one defoliation of the trees 
may be enough to kill the 
trees even though it may 
take several defoliations to 
kill a healthy tree on good 
land. 

A normal heavy infesta- 
tion in the United States is 
considered to be 500 egg 
clusters per acre. In the

Increases mechanization 
is not without side effects in 
rural Ontario. Research 
shows a higher percentage 
of hearing impairment in 
the farming community 
than in the general popu- 
lation. 

‘To increase awareness of 
the extent of hearing 
damage, the Farm Safety 
Association of Ontario is 
offering free hearing tests 
at several farm shows this 
winter. 

“We'd like people to be 
more aware of noise prob- 
lems on the farm,” says 
Larry’ Swinn, public rela 


tions co-ordinator for the 
association. .“"‘We know 
from research that pro- 


‘Jonged exposure to. loud 


sound does cause hearing — 


impairment and hearing 


loss.” 


¢ The Farm Safety Associa: 


tion exhib features a 
sound-proof booth and an 
audiometer to test an 
individual's ability to hear a 
range of sound frequencies. 
Following the test, the 
individual receives a small 
card with graphsyof each 
car's hearing range. 


“Many people believe 
that hearing loss is associa 
ted with aging,’ says Mr. 
Swinn. “‘But research does 
not support this. hearing 
impairment is cumulative; 
the effects of loud noise are 
felt over time.” 


The recommended limit 
of safe exposure is set at 90 
decibles over an eight-hour 
day. A medium-sized trac- 
tor at half load operates at 
95 to 100 decibels. Pro- 
longed exposure to corn 
cutter, chainsaws and snow- 
mobiles generating 100 to 
110 decibels also threatens 
hearing. 

In conjunction with the 
hearing tests, the Farm 
Safety Association is taking 
on-farm sound readings of 
equipment to help farmers 
identify noise problems. 
Farmers can request the 
tests by calling (519) 
823-5600.

Arctic report 


draws fire

It seems that every month 
brings news of new develop 
ments in Canada's arctic- 
proposals for oil wells or 
supertankers, conflicts be 
tween native land claims 
and pipeline projects, plans 
for provincial status for the 
north, and on and on. But in 
the scramble 
tion of the arctic’s riches, 
what about the fate of the 
wildlife that depend on this 
northern wilderness? — 

One answer to heip 
preserve arctic wildlife is a 
series of ecological re 
serves, which have been 
proposed to protect the 
most sensitive sites. Seven 
years ago. an international 
program identified 140 such 
sites north of the 60th 
parallel. The first of seven 
priority sites has finally 
reached the point of public 
consultation regarding its 
designation. 

Polar Bear Pass straddles 
Bathurst Island, just south 
of the magnetic north pole. 
The Pass is an arctic oasis - 
a swath of wetland that 
attracts muskox and Peary 
caribou, arctic foxes and 
wolves, and thirty breeding 

ies of birds. Despite its 
high ecological value and 
fragile nature, the manage- 
ment proposed by the 
Department of Indian Af- 
fairs and Northern Develop- 
ment for this first ecological 


ie is little short of 
andalous. 
The proposed manage- 


ment would permit oil and 
gas exploration and drilling, 
underground mining, and 
future pipelines. In light of 
a mineral assessment of 
only low to médderate 
potential for the area, such 
concessions within an eco- 
logical reserve seem totally 
out of place.

Each year one of the 
features of the Annual 
Meeting of the County Milk 
Producers is the recognition 
of those producers who 
maintained exceptional qua- 
lity in the milk produced on 
their premises over the 
previous twelve months. 
The Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board, the parent group for 
the local association, makes 
available general and gold 
certificates which are pre- 
sented at the Annual 
Meeting.

Pipelines reliable 


The trendy talk when the 
subject of pipelines comes 
up usually refers to the 
mammoth costs attached to 
the big projects like the 
Foothills, Yukon or the 
Trans-Alaska pipelines. The 
figures are impressive and 
are bound to attract atten- 
tion in the news. 

The pipeline industry also 
makes the news when there 
is a rupture or a spill. No 
matter how infinitesimal the 
incident, reporters love to 
pour forth their dramatic 


juices on a spill. 


Unfortunately, the rail- 
ways have been attracting 
most of the attention recent- 
ly with a series of derail- 
ments which caused tankers 


“carrying dangerous petro- 


chemicals to rupture and 
contaminate the surround- 
ings. 

Two recent examples 
were in northern Ontario 
and the Blue River region 
on the Thomson River in the 
British Columbia wilds. 

But what about pipelines? 
The part they play in the 
Canadian economy, their 
environmental impact and 
their safety record? 

First a few raw facts 
gleaned from the Canadian 
Petroleum Association Pipe 


line Division oil pipeline 
review for 1980. 

The total length of oil and 
crude oi| liquids pipelines 


reported by participating 
companies is 29, 875 km. or 
enough pipe to criss-cross 
Canada from sea to sea 
about five times. If all of the 
pipelines in the country 
were considered, those car- 
rying natural gas as well as 
other petroleum liquids, the 
total exceeds 160,000 km/or 
about 100,000 miles. 
Pipeline throughout for 
crude oil and petroleum 
liquids of various kinds 
exceeds that of any compet- 
itive form of transportation 
such as trucks or railways 
by a wide margin, yet the 
incidence of pipeline failure 
is so small it is sometimes 
difficult to measure.

It turns out that 1980 was 
a partiqularly bad year for 
pipelines. There were 45 
reportable failures in Can- 
ada in 1980 resulting in the 
spillage of 8,511 cubic 
meters of oil. 

To put it in perspective 
the amount spilled amount- 
ed to about 35 parts per 
million of the total amount 
transported, a very minor 
amount,, Approximately 30 
per cent of* the amount 


spilled was reclaimed and . 


disposed of after the inci- 
dents leaving a minor effect 
on the environment if one 
looks at the total effect on 
Canada. 

When an oil spill does 
occur, the usual histrionics 
occur, The most common is 
for the newspaper photo: 
grapher to find the oil: 
soaked duck and feature its 
plight on the front page. 

In northeastern British 
Columbia a few years back a 
small pipeline burst near a 
creekbed causing serious 
illness to four milk cows 
Rather than deal directly 


with the company, the 
farmer went first to the 
news media, causing a 


sensation all across the 
country. The oil company 
eventually paid compensa 
tion for the cows, 
before its reputation was 
smeared for its crass in 
humanity to animals 

In the past 
when pipeline failure re 
cords have been kept there 
have 
Canada attributed to pipe 
lines and in one of the past 
years one injury accident 
was reported attributable to 
pipeline failure. 

These performance and 
safety records, although 
infinitely less costly to_ 
human life than any other 
known mode of transporta 
tion, are rarely mentioned 
in the news or in speeches 
Perhaps the dull nature of 
such statistics lacks the 
human interest for good 
public communication, It is 
much like the newsman's 
inability to make a story out 
of nobody being raped or 
murdered in the city over 
the weekend. 

Perhaps the most non- 
spectacular aspect of pipe 
lines is their appearance. 
You can't see them. Al- 
though Canada is a virtual 
web of pipelines, particular. 
ly in Alberta, they are 
nowhere to be seen because 
they are buried, and bus- 
iness as usual takes place on 
the surface whether its 
farming or the busy com. 
merce of the large cities. 

Pipelines are by far the 
most economical method of 
transporting liquids or gas-
